The LifeleBB Body of a Young 


Widow Found at Her 


Home. 


Sad Enflinsr of Mra. T. A. Bmlth— 


Testimony Given at ttie 


Inquest.

At 9:30 o'clock lael night Mrs. Thomas 


A. Bmitb, a widow, d»ught*r-in-law of 
Sn .on £. Smith, was found di ad lying 
upon a bed in her room at her home, No. 
938 North Mem street, and by her side 
was an open album with the portraits of 
her self and her dead husband exposed. 
The body was cold and stiff. To al) np- 
peeranees deal h had come to Mrs, Smith 
several days ago. She waa dretsed en- 
tirely in black. There was no evidence 
of any struggle whatever. It uppeared 
as though stiu had fnllea asleep. On the 
dresser io the room was a plain visiting 
o^ird with the nume "Mrs. T. A. Smith'' 
written on it in mk, Above the name 
wers thesB significant words: "Please 
bury me with my dear husband. There 
I will reet forever happy." It was a 
pi Bin CHBB of suicide, but there was no 
murk of SKlf-iiilioled violetce, nor evi- 
dence- of poison (inywhere in the room. 
Ia the kitchen, the cooking stove was 
partly open at tbe top, one! it could be 
seen th>tt recently something had teen 
onrnt to ashes in ttit> eti,v\ On the rim 
of the sink in the kitonuo was a table- 
spoon washed clenn, and btre and there 
were while spots on tbe wooden border 
of '-.h-i sink like the sittings of flour. 
These sidings were not cieoovered until 
this morning. 


Tne maiden name ot the deceased was 


Moihe A. Bahan, and her parents >e>ide 
at Litke Oity. Bho leaves suvwral broth- 
ers and two sisters. Mra Torn Richard- 
son and Mrs. U. Brncbnry, ot D«outnr, 
are her sisters. Tbe suicide married 
Thomas A. Hmitb, who was then a clerk 
at A. F. Boss' clothing store. He took 
sick and died within a few months, leav- 
ing

widow inconsolable.

timilU's actions tfter the death cf her 
bneband 
alarmed 
her 
relatives and 


friends, and for some time a close watch 
was kept over her Neighbor* look turns 
wHtobiug her fox a time, Bitting up with 
her many long nights. Once ehe at- 
tempted to bang herself in the kitchen, 
but the i omeetio happened to turive in 
time to save her life, bhe was cut down 
by Leigbbors who came 10 the assistance 
of tue domestic.

The worst feais of tbe searchers were 


realized by the discovery of the lifeless 
form in the position described above. 


It is believed that after Mrs. Smith 


entered the bouse Friday evening ehe 
took poison ot some kind and then 
calmly laid down upon the bed and fell 
asleep in death while with ber laat OOD- 
Hioua look ehe geeed upon tbe portrait 
of ber dead husband in the albnm. Tbe 
general theory is that Mrs. Smith took 
morphine. 


THE INQUEST.

Death of John MoWbinney on Sun-

McWhinney. after an illness 


which extended ov^r a period ot eevral 
y«are, died Sunday a'ternoon at 4:20 
o'clock at his home on North Park aU-eet, 
The deceased was born August 19, 1842, 
at Brooklyn, N. Y., and after ooruiug 
weet enlisted in Company B, HClb Illi- 
nois It fantry, July 30, 1862, as a private,

7, 1867. His war record was a splendid 
one, as one veteran fervently remarked 
tbis morning that "there never waa a 
bet'er soldier than Jack McWhinney." 
At tbe close ot the war he settled ic De- 
oatnr, where the fa ily has since resided 
In 1878 while Mr, MoWbinntty waa in 
Chicago he was knocked down by a hose 
wauon and run > ver, since wbicb time h- 
has been in failing health. Daring bis 
lifetime Mr. MoWninney has served sev- 
eral terms as constable wi'h credit. 


Tbe deaeasea is survived by a widow 


and two SODS, Tom MoWbinney, of Mor- 
risonV'lle, and Goldton Mo^hmney, of 
Enaiewood, One eon, Charles MoWhin-

Clark, charged with procuring $8100 
from the government by means ot forged 
money orders.

money orders Harris got cashed were 
presented in the Chicago judicial district.

The case of Harris disclosed tbe pecul- 


iar methods of the post office depart- 
ment at Washington. On January 5th 
tbe blank money orders were stolen at 
Noroton Heights, Conn., and when tbe 
fact was reported in Washington it was 
nearly a week before the department 
sent out notiose to the post offices of tbe 
country. This delay was caused by the 
fact that the department was compelled 
to have cards printed to mail to postmitE- 
ters. It was only five diys from the 
timeihe orders were stolen until sir of 
tnem had been cashed at offices in Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois. Nothing ia kcown 
of Harris by poet office inspectors at 
Chicago exotpt that be was chief clerk in 
L postal station in New York. 


Tbeeri>aes for which Harris « aa wnnteil 


were committed in various parts uf the 
counlry. 
On Jan. C, he went into the 


posUffios at Noroton HeigLts, Conn,, 
srd told the postmaster that he was a 
postal inspector. 
After examining the 


books he said ha wou'd like n quantity 
of blaLk money orders End advices. 
These were given to him and he departed. 
Soon be began his fine work with forged 
orders and advices from which he secured 
33,100 
He worked the orders on tbe 


post ffioe at Bloomington, III., securing 
$200. He also secured money at Aurora. 
Deeatur and other Illinois offices, secur- 
ing 5200 here. On Jan. 10 he secured at 
Valparaiso, Ind., 8100 on a forged order. 
Inspector Letierman got a description of 
Harris, and followed binj for weeka 
He 


locHted him at tbe poBtcffice al Buffalo, 
N. T., Saturday as b» was about to work 
the game. 
He resisted arrest and was 


taken at the muzzle of a revolver. 
His 


captor neglected to si-arch him, and he 
was allowed to go into court with a re- 
volver as big as a GnUing gun. 


Harris was taken to tbe third floor of 


tbe government building at Buffalo, and 
while he was being examined be asked 
permission to retire to a lavatory, and re- 
turning, electrified 
tbe commissioner 


and all m the room by leveling a revolver 
and crying: "H«nde up!" Everybody 
put up their hands and Harris walked to 
tbe door, opened it, still keeping the 
gun pointed toward tbe astonished court 
Bjd passed out. lochii g the door from 
tbe outside and taking the key. Marsha] 
Watts jumped to tbe nindow end fired 
three shots to attract attention, the oth- 
ers y«l ing lustily, and finally tbe janitor 
was aroused, who opened the door and 
released tbe captives. Harris escaped 
but he was cnatbtei Niagara Palls by 
Detective Thomas Young. 


Now Harris ia in Chicago, where he 


will stard trial. 


No doubt representatives from all tbe 


viotemized poetcffioes in Illinois will be 
called upon to appear in court against 
the prisoner, provided he does not plead 
guilty.

Suspected of the Latest and Bold- 


est Train Robbery 


OH THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


The Train Derailed, the Struggling Crew 


Fired Open, and the Express Cat 


Blown Open With Dyna- 


mite and Looted. 


A Passenger Train Wrseksd and Bobbed. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 17.—A gang1 


of train robbers wrecked passenger 
train No. 30 on the Southern Pacific 
railroad at Roscoe station, twelve miles 
north oi here, at 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning. The highwaymen blew open 
the express car with dynamite and 
fired several shots at the trainmen 
who attempted to escape. 


Tiie robbers escaped with several 


strong- boxes belonging to the Wells- 


rffo 
Express Co.. but 
the 
total 


amount of cash is believed to amount 
to not more than f 1,01)0. 
A Moat Darine ana Cool Pisco oi Work. 


None of the passengers, so far as 


known, with the exception of a tramp 
named Granger, were injured. 
The 


robber}- was the most daring and cool 
piece of work done in the west in 
years, and it is believed that Chris 
Evans and Morrell, the outlaws for 
whom California officers! have been 
searching lor weeks, planned and ex- 
ecuted the crime. 


The train was late in leaving Los 


Angeles. 
Besides the baggage, ex- 


press and three passenger cars, there 
were two carS loaded with fruit for San 
Francisco. 
At Burbank, 
six 
miles 


north of this city. Conductor Odell 
telegraphed back, indicating that at 
that time everything was all right. 


Boarded by a Qang- of Toughs, 


Several rough-looking men boarded 


the train at Burbank, and it is believed 
they were accomplices of the robbers, 
who were waiting further north to 
throw the switch :ind ditch the train. 


At Koscoe, six miles north of Bur- 


bank, is D short spur leading from the 
main lino to a side-track used for 
switching. As the locomotive neared 
the junction Engineer Thomas s\w by 
the glare of the headlight that

lie reversed the engine and tried to 
top the train, but the heavy load be-

two fruit cars left the rails and fell a

1'ufori1 the passengers anil Conductor 


)<U'll could realise n hat had happened, 
;hree masked men jumped into view

with rifles in their hands. 


A Vollev of Shots 


was fired at the engineer and fireman, 
who were struggling to escape from 
,lie tangled wreck and tUeu the gang 
iept up a fnsilade of bullets to terrify 
;he passengers and prevent them from 
"caving the cars. 
Fireman Masters 


was instantly killed at the first fire 


tramp named Granger -vas also 


struck by a bullet and died on the 
ipot. The engineer was badly hurt, 
mt managed to crawl into the brush 
out of sight of the robbers. 


Wrecked with a Bomb. 


When the shock of the accident was 


'elt the accomplices who boarded the 
,rain at Burbank left the rear coach 
and hurried io the express car, which 
stood on the rails unharmed. They 
)laced bombs under the car, and the 
explosion tore the doors from the car. 
ixpress Messenger Harry Edgat was 
ininjured. The thieves then rifled the 
:ar of all its contents, and mounting 
torses, which were tied in the woods 
near the railroad, galloped north. 


Becaped to Give an Alarm. 


Foster, the braketnau, was in one of 


.he passenger coaches at the time of 
;he accident, rind realized that robbers 
were at work as soon as ho heard the 


iQe shots. 
He quietly slipped from 


.he train and made his way toward a 
ight he saw across the country, which 
proved to be a farm house, Foster got 
a team at the ranch and after arousing 
;he neighborhood, drove to Burbank 
and notified the deputy sheriff at that 
place. 


A Relief Train Sent to the 8c-«j. 


The Southern Pacificand'.Vells-Fargo 


officials in this city were notified of the 
robbery, and a train was sent at once 
Lo the scene. iJr. Ainsworth, the rail- 
road's surgeon, was sent to Rescue, but 
found no one to care for but Engineer 
Thomas. 


The bodies of Fireman Musters and 
ranger were brought back to this 


city. Xoneof the passengers ventured 
to move outside to see what caused the 


>p. as the highwaymen ki'pl up a 


continir.il fusilade of shots. 


Bears thn Stamp of Evans' Work. 
The belief that IJvans and Morrell, 


who escaped from the Fresno jail sev- 
eral weeks ago, participated in the 
robbery is shared by many railroad and 
express officials 


The job \\as such a cold-blooded and 


desperaU piece of work that, office's 
familiar v\ith the two desperadoes, 
agreed that it bears their trade mark. 


A Previous Attompt Frustrated. 


It is not over six weeks ago that a 


previous attempt was made to hold up 
a Southern Pacific train at Roscoe sta- 
tion. By a mere acc'identthc plan was 
frustrated. 
The fact that the train 


which left Los Angeles Thursday night 
was late proved to be of value to the 
robbers, for the engineer, in trying to 
make up the lost time, wa,s running at 
a fast rut", ard could not therefore 
stop his train w lu-n he camp 'n sight of 
the open -.witch. Engineer Thomas' 
prompt action in reversing his engine, 
however, saved many live--, for had the 
heavily-loaded passenger coaches- fol- 
lov/et! the locomotive into Iho ditch. 
many people would have been killed or 
cxposec' t > the shots of the highway- 
men. 


Those who do not accept -he theory 


that Evans and Morrell had a haud in 
the robbery point to the fact that there 
were five or six men in the gang and 


claim that these deApctsdoea do not 
hunt in BO large a company; but the 
detectives of the express company are 
of the opinion that the two had some- 
thing to do with the affair. 


Offloert *t Work on th» C*s». 


The San Francisco authorities were 


notified of the affair, and both the 
Southern Pacific company 
and tha 


Wells-Fargo Express Co. sent men 
south to work on the case. A wreck- 
ing train was sent from here to clear 
up the track, and traffic was resumed 
within a few hours after the accident. 


Found on th« Trait. 


Officers who have returned from Eos- 


coe report that they followed the trail 
of the robbers to Lankershitn, four 
miles toward Ventura. 
On the way 


officers found a handkerchief and sev- 
eral tags used by the express company 
on sacks of coin. These had evidently 
been torn off and dropped on the way 
by the bandits.

depression no one feels the dullness 
more than the average farmer. 
While 


he CTay have eanugh potatoes and cab- 
bage garnered away to keep the wolf of 
hunger from the door, the prices whioh 
he realizes from the products of his soil 
a.d toil are a veiy meager representation 
of the capital invested and ihe energy 
put for b. Ii many places farm land 
values are rated too high, that is, they 
represent' a capital zntioc out of propor- 
tion to their producing ability and unless 
a full crop of cereals and livestock are 
produced every year the percentage of 
profii on the money invested is very 
small. It has one good feature in its 
favor, however, it is safe. With average 
oattle at 81, hogs 84.50. sheep 83 £", corn 
25 cents, whec.t 10 cento, there is not 
much in it to swell the farmer's bank 
account, especially when crops are not up 
to their full measure. 
To raise half a 


crop on land worth 8100 per acre, aa it 
is in many localities iu this state, and to 
receive about half tho ntrabl price for it 
is eiioagh to make the man with the hoe 
feel discouraged, and it ia no wonder we 
hear the farmer sigh itnd eiolaim "What 
are we going to do'" 
The stockman 


should bear in mind that about all other 
businesses are as bad if not worse than 
bis owe, and that th» only thing to do is 
lo wait for the clouds 10 be dispelled and 
in the meantime keep "sawing wood."

CREDIT OP THE VIRUS. 


Official Estimate on Vaccination 


—No Opposition. 


Nm»tj-lbr--e per cent of the school ohil- 
ren of Illinois are effectually vaccinated, 
he state board of health bas gathered 
tie statistics on tbe subject and finds 
bis to be the result of tbe campaign to 
r vent smallpox. 
They have not the 


eacs cf obtaining exactly the percent- 
ge of vaccination among adolte, but it 
s estimated thai 50 per cent of the grown 
people are proof against the malady. 


It bus been a campaign of education 
nd the result has been that the pnblio 
las seen tbeneoeatity ot vaccination and 
he state board has not, iu any case, es- 
irted the full amount ot its tutbority in 
ompelling tbe application ot the virus. 
.a thiB city there ia especially little op- 
tosidon to the requirements o* the health 
iffloere. 
Although no children ore ad- 


mitted to the public echoola who have 
.ot bean vaccinated, the attendance has 


>t ia tiie least decreased, 
The edict requiring the rigid enforce- 


ment of the law providing that children 
m et be vaccinated before they are ad- 
mitted to the pablio ejhools, has created 
no excitement whatever. The reason is 
Jiat for a. great many ytara the city 
joard of education has pursued the pol- 
oy of requiring that children mnat be 
v.iccmated before entering the city 
schools, and this has come to be accepted 
BS a matter ot course. Now and then 
some complaint ia made that people are 
unable to pay tor vaccination; but this 
ia met by a provision of the school board 
that in all Linen canes the coat of vacoina 
tion been done in thie city as this year 
and so far aa known there baa not been 
a aingle complaint ot evil results from 
impure vaoomo virus or other caus s. 
In eome of the rural pieoincts aome re- 
sistance bas been made, acd is being 
made, to the enforcement ot the vaccina- 
tion law. It is resisted pricipally on the 
grounds that parenls do not wish to.have 
their children vRCcinated in midwinter, 
and especially when there is no smallpox 
iu the vicinity.

That Carnegie Yawp Again. 


Tbe Deoatnr Review takes exceptions 


to the statement made by the RUPCBLI- 
OAN to the effect that Chairman Wilson, 
whose health gave way in arranging and 
passing the Wils n Bill, can travel to 
sunny M»iico to recover his health while

A BLOODY BATTLE 


Between Mexican Rebels and Bejf- 


ular Troops. 


THE FORMER FODLLY SLAUGHTERED. 


Those Not Killed in Battle Shot or 


Hanged to Trees After the Fight- 


ing—The Temochians Wiped 


Out of Existence. 


DEMIN-S, X. M., Feb. 17.—Reports 


from Old Mexico, which reached here 
yesterday evening-, state that the Te- 
mochians have been about wiped out 
of existence. In addition to the battle 
which occurred out from tiie city of 
Chihuahua some time ago, the crovern- 
ment troops to the number of "00 met 
tlie lebelt. on February 8, south of 
Klvia, abjul forty miles south o£ Casas 
Grande, and 200 miles south of Doming1, 
and killed seventy-live t>£ the Temo- 
chians. 
Twenty-five were taken pris- 


oners and immediately after the hard 
fighting were taken out ami shot, some 
few being strung up to trees* 


The information was brought into 


the Mormon colony below Palomas, 
and in turn to Dcming*. The country 
ia which the fight occurred is very 
wild and mountainous and like tho 
Chihuahua defeat, the rebels wera 
caught and killed in a canyon. 


Tho Temochians were composed of 


the small bands which have been hid- 
ing out la the mountains to the south 
of Palomas, but which recently con- 
centrated for the purpose of meeting 
the troops. Santa Ana Peres was in 
command of the rebels, but is re- 
ported to have escaped. The soldiers 
had about fifty killed and wounded, in- 
cluding several officers.

KINDS OF TAXES. 


The Difference Between Spooiflo 


and Ad Valor em Duties. 


ID answer to • query aa to tbe iliffer- 
noe between specific and ad va orem 
lalies, Prof. Felmley furnished tte fol- 
oning terse definitions: 


Specific duties are taxes levied upon 
mports (or exports) in which the ti.x im- 
posed is so many cents per yard, pound, 
kzen, ton, or other unit of quantity. 
Che present duties on coal (75 oen i« per 
pc), raisins (2% oenta per ponnu), malt 
iquorfl (40 cents per gallon), are ejieoifio 
duties ID that they do not accurately 
diEc-nminate between different qualities 
of the taxed article.

consumed by the poor pay relatively a 
argur IB: thac the clearer grades con- 
sumed by the nob. 


Ad valorem duties are tijiB levied 


upon i nap or te (or exports) in which tbe 
:nr is reckoned as a certain per cant of 
the valne ot tbe goods at the plaei> from 
which they are shipped. The invoice or 
list ot goods with tbeir valnss, is certified 
by the consul at place of shipment, The 
objection to ad valorem duties h that 
goods are often undervalued by tae im- 
porter. This praolioe has become more 
common in recent years, because jt the 
Fact that eo many foreign manfarlurers 
bave established American agenti) to 
whom their goods are shipped at Ic w val- 
uations. If tbe styles ot goods am man- 
ufactured expressly for the American 
market, it is difficult for tbe conanl to 
ascertain their value in tha country of 
their origin, for no goods of these styles 
are sold in that country.

Nor co 
I forget tbat some of you are my Bunions, 
nor that many of yon bave more expe- 
rience than I ic the conduct of public 
affairs. 
Yet I trust that, in view of the 


great responsibility resting upon me, 
you will perceive no want of respect to 
yourselves in any ondue earnest ness I 
may seem to display. 


These were the words of a great Prea 


ident who had a proper appreciation of 
the dignity and independence of t IB leg- 
islative department. Think of si oh an 
utterance coming from a man 1 ke out 
preeenc chief magistrate, who thinks 
himself greater tban all the people, 
greater than Oongresi, and even itreiter 
than tbe constitution, and whoEB egc» 
tistn hd him to refer in u state p'iper to 
the sovereigns or citizens of this republic 
as "subjects." A great 1'reaident recog- 
nizes the digity and independence of 
Congress, and never attempts lo bias 
the opinions ot iadividual members with 
poatofBoee end other official pationage. 
Only tbe small and weak and dai gerona 
do these things. In the same paper Mr. 
Lincoln also said: 


Fellow-citizens, we cannot esofipe his- 


tory. We of this Congress and t his ad- 
ministration will be remembered in epite 
of ourselves. No personal eigmSeance 
or ineigniucanoe can spare one or i nother 
of us.

gation Co. Steamer Millard, 
A Dangerous Crisis In the Oity

Ofl the Coast of Nicaragua, Last Week,

Naw OBI.KANB, Feb. 10.—The rumor 


here that the steamer Millard, belong- 
ing to the Nicaragua Navigation Co., 
having on board sixty men, had been 
lost off the Michijfan coast a week ago 
has been confirmed. 


Not a man of those on board the 


vessel survived to tell the story. 


A reporter met an English gentle- 


man to-night inthcSt Charles hotel, 
who is going to Nicaragua to-morrow 
and who has interests in that section. 
Ho has received word from Greytown 
confirming the rumor of the lost TCS- 
sel. To-day this authority said a cable 
was sent to London telling of the loas 
and the watery grave found by all on 
board. The cable was sent to a man 
in London wno is interested in the Ni- 
caragua Navigation Co., in the service 
of which was the ill-fated vessel with 
sixty men on board. 


The Millim! was a tug of twenty 


tons burden, commanded by CJapt. Joe 
Thompson, and was making its way 
with the sixty men from Greytown to 
Bluefields, where they were to do 
some work for the Navigation com- 
pany. Several weeks elapwcd and no 
news was received that the vessel htul 
arrived. 
Rumors were circulated that 


it had gone down in the. Caribbean 
sea, iind that all o« tho ship were lost 
in the squall which sr/me time ago 
blew terrilieally across that body of 
dangerous water. 


While the confirmation of the loss of 


the .ship is made in the dispatch to 
London, no particulars could be ascer- 
tained, 
it 
will nearer 
be 
known 


whether the vessel went tlowij in a 
gale, which is reported to have visited 
the waters in which it navigated short- 
ly after its departure from Grcytown, 
or whether it sprang a leak which 
the men oonld not slop. 


Capb. Anderson, tiie Englishman, 


who informed the reporter of the con- 
firmation of the ramor, said he was 
acquainted with Capt. Thompson, and

Thousands o! 
Unemployed Led by 


BnJIiee, Who Weakened in the 


Presence ol a Few Determined 


Men—TS»e Rout. 


BOSTON, Feb. 81.—About a,000 people 


gathered on the com moo yesterday 
afternoon to listen to addresses by 
Morrison L. Swift, Herbert N. Casson 
and other "social anarchists," as th«y 
call themselves. 


After hearing the speeches the crowd 


marched to the state honw, where 
Swift and Casson were made a delega- 
tion to visit Go?. Greenhalge. They 
demanded, as they themselves put it, 
that employment should be given to 
the crowd which they led. 
The gov- 


ernor intimated to Swift and Cjsson 
that he would do all in his power to help 
the unemployed, and that he had no 
doubt that the legislature would do 
something for the men. lie consented 
to come out and address tl«e crowd, 
lie said to the people that personally 
ho would do all he conld, and that he 
would recommend action by the legis- 
lature. Still, he said, the legislature 
had no power to give work te the un- 
employed except it had money to pay 
them, and excep the works oa which 
they should be employed were neces- 
sary for the general good. He in- 
sisted that the first duty of every 
citizen was obedience to the laws. If 
tin; laws were not right it was the 
fault of the people of Massachusetts, 
not that of the governor or the legisla- 
ture. He said they were simply there 
to express tue will of the pcopJe who 
sent them there. 


After this Swiftand Casson, followed 


by a crowd of unemployed, went up to 
lay their petition, which was couched 
in the terms of a demand, before the 
senate and house of representatives. 


On their return from tho chamber, 


Swift ascended to one of the littte gal- 
Jeries and delivered a speech that 
sounded strangely out of place in the 
historic old hall. "We will clean out 
the state house," he cried, "if we don't 
get what we want" 


The rabble, for such it was, accepted 


the declaration with enthusiasm. 


Private Secretary Thomas was stand- 


ing near and at the enunciation men- 
tioned, repaired hastily to the gov- 
ernor and reported the state of affairs. 
Gov. 
Greenhalge grabbed hid hat and 


headed for the scene of action. 


Meanwhile, however, Swift had fin- 


ished his speech and had descended 
the stairs and stood outside the cham- 
ber door awaiting Representative Mel- 
ton, whom he desired to introduce the 
petition. The governor met him. 


"Old you state that you would clean 


out the state house?" asked the gov- 
ernor. 


Swift cowed. 
"I did," he half mut- 


tered; "!>ut I stated we would do it 
with the ballot " This was absolutely 
untrue. 


''You wish to qualify 
it in that 


way?" i-outimied his excellency. 


"Yes." replied the agitator. 
"Well," said tho governor, clinching 


his hands-, "I do not like that language, 
blv; and I won't tolerate it. I warn 
you that I will hold you personally re- 
sponsible." 


Swift's bravado wafl all gone. He 


quickly stepped oi.t of sight and min- 
gled with the crowd. 


Previous to this episode Gov. Orocn- 


hal*, 
re had summoned representative 


Melton to his presence. 


"iMr. Melton, he said, "1 want you to 


be <«i tlic .side of law and order." 


"You will have no stronger fighter 


in the cause," replied Representative 
Melton, with earnestness. 


Meantic.ie Chief Wade, of the 
di&- 


triet police had telephoned to police 
headquarters and at 3:50 o'clock fifty 
bliiecoiit.s marched up Heacon street, 
and taking the side entrance to the 
state 
house, made a clean swath 


through the mob, straight to Doric 
hall, where they halted, to await the 
orders of Chief Wade. 


These orders were not slow in cora- 


ing. 
They were to clear the state 


house and grounds of intruders who, 
at that time had become a hissing, 
howling mob. 


Tliis was Imt the work of a moment, 


for the mere sight of the blue uniforms 
and 
brass buttons was apparently 


enough to quell all anarchistic tenden- 
cies.
